Now that these mills are to be 
absorbed in the consolidation their old New York repre- 
sentatives see visions of diminished sales as far as they 
are concerned. Nevertheless the brokers and commis- 
sion men who sell boards to the box makers, as a general 
rule, are not discouraged. They are stout in their belief 
that there will be boards enough for all of them to sell 
after a time. For a while they admit that the situation 
will be unsettled. The board dealers who maintain stores 
and the paper box makers are inclined to favor the idea 
of a combination in boards, as they claim that by means 
of it the market will be regulated and a fair profit made 
on the goods handled. 


The Muncie Damage Litigation. 

Muncie, Ind., April 14, 1902.—The jury in the case of

The full text of the announce- 
ment, which is made more significant on account of the 
fact that the Indiana mills are not at present organized by 
the Brotherhood, was as follows: 

“To Our Employees: 

“In consideration oi the fact that for the past 
months you have had our full consent to adopt what is 
termed the short hour schedule, 
ditions under which we labored here you decided that it 
would be only fair to all concerned to keep the mill run- 
ning on the old time, and you having done this, we have 
decided that on and after Monday, May 5, this mill will 
commence the manufacture and finishing of paper at 7 
o'clock Monday morning and stop the manufacture and 
finishing of paper Saturday night at 6 o'clock, until fur- 
ther notice, wages to remain the same, and our pay day 
as heretofore on Tuesday of each week. 

“Tt is expected that you will be at your posts promptly 
on time (especially Monday morning, that paper may be 
coming over the machines at 7 o’clock), and it is hoped 
that each of you will feel that you have an interest in the 
successful operation of the mill, and you will thus assist 
us in our desire to indefinitely continue this short hour 
schedule.

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MILL BUSINESS INCREASING. 


The Volume of Orders at Holyoke and Other Mill Centres 
Is Larger—Jobbers Complain That Trade Is 
Not Large Enough. 


rhe impression among the New York jobbers in regard 
to trade is that the demand is a littke more quiet than it 
should be at this season, Still, they are not worrying, 
so they say, as they expect that the figures for the month 
will make a good showing. ‘This is what happened when 
the totals ior March were ascertained, although there was 
considerable grumbling throughout the month about poor 
business and non-delivery by the mills. If March 
“showed up” so well notwithstanding bad weather, floods 
and the inability of the mills to fill rush orders, the trade 
is not discouraged over the outlook for April. The first 
half of the month, however, has been comparatively quiet. 
‘The demand during the winter months was so active that 
it is no wonder that the present state of the market seems 
a bit slow. New orders for book papers and No. 1 ma 
nilas are reported not as numerous as they have been. 
On the latter grade one oj the large manufacturing com- 
panies has this week reduced its price one-eighth of a 
cent. Common bogus continues in good demand and is firm 
at about 1.30 cents. Rope papers are considered not as 
strong as they were, partly on account of the cutting of 
prices among the flour sack manufacturers. The rope 
paper men, however, are paying high prices for their raw 
material. Express papers are quoted at 254@3% cents. In 
this line there has been some increase in the competition 
recently. The new concerns offering expresses are said 
to be cutting the price a trifle. ‘issue manilas are fairly 
steady, while the high grade tissues are very active indeed. 
Writings are in fair demand with the jobbers, From the 
null agents, however, the report comes that they have all 
the business that they can take care of. On news paper 
there has been no change in the situation. Quotations on it 
range all the way from 2.30@2% cents, dependent on the 
conditions of each individual order, News continues just 
about as scarce as it has been for months and the demand 
is apparently just as strong. In regard to boards it is 
reported this week that the situation is a little easier; in 
other words, the demand is not so active as it has been. 





Increasing Trade at Holyoke.

Miami Valley Trade Steadily Increasing.

Dayton, Ohio, April 14, 1902.—Reports from all mill 
centres show that trade is steadily increasing. Inasmuch 
as there had been admitted prosperity for many months 
and most mills have had a full grist of orders, it is im- 
possible to record a startling increase in a week’s time. 
Nevertheless, the improvement has been substantial and 
promises to so continue until the spring trade starts in 
reality. While many manufacturers say that spring busi- 
ness began a fortnight since, some maintain that with 
them the spring trade has not yet really started. They 
have been well rushed up to the present with delayed 
orders and anticipate a decided rush when the spring im- 
petus begins. The best grades of paper seem to be sought 
by the buyers who, while not overstocking themselves, 
are ordering the best qualities. This seems to apply to 
nearly all branches, with possibly two exceptions. 
Cheaper grades are in demand in some quarters. 

At present there is an ample supply of coal, and as the 
Miami Valley has been free from a disastrous flood this 
year there has been little to interfere with the operation 
of the mills. The scarcity of stock has had some effect, 
pulp being in heavy demand. This condition is being 
gradually bettered, as great stocks of wood have been re- 
ceived from the North and South. No shutdowns were 
necessary the past week, as far as known, but previously 
considerable inconvenience had been encountered both in 
Dayton and the lower valley towns. 

Fortunately the tradesmen of this section have not been 
beset with labor troubles. It was predicted that if any 
trouble would arise April 1 would be the date, but the 
passing of this date without the introduction of labor 
troubles indicates that none will be met. There is small 
reason for a general demand on the mill men of the 
Miami Valley, and probably the workers appreciate this 
fact and prefer to benefit by the experience of their less 
fortunate brethren in the Wisconsin district. M. V.

ber of days. Keperts of the state of things as present 
vary so much, as they come from different standpoints, 
that it is difficult to say exactly what the condition is on 
the Wisconsin River. 

In response to an inquiry by your correspondent, Na- 
tional Organizer Hamilton telephoned the following this 
afternoon from Stevens Point: 

“The Brotherhood is still holding its own. The Wau- 
sau mill is idle, and the mills at Stevens Point (meaning 
the Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper Company and the 
Plover Paper Company) are running, as they have been for 
some time, very much handicapped. The Nekoosa paper 
mill is in the worst shape of any of them, unless it is the 
Wausau mill. Superintendent Fogarty and a machine ten- 
der by the name of Gallagan, non-union, are endeavoring 
to keep one of the machines going. At Grand Rapids the 
Grand Rapids Pulp and Paper Company mill is running 
for only a small portion of the day, shutting down at 
night.” 

According to the story of the manufacturers the condi- 
tion of things is very considerably different in some cases. 
So far as the Wausau Paper Mills Company is concerned 
it is acknowledged that the paper making department oi 
the mill is down tight, the sulphite and ground wood de- 
partments, however, being run as usual. In an interview 
General Manager W. L. Edmonds said: 

“In order to avoid a possible strike we decided the lat- 
ter part of January to call our men in and have a talk 
with them regarding the situation. We at that time made 
a contract with all of our skilled paper mill help, advanc- 
ing their wages 10 per cent. The contract stated that in 
consideration for the advance in wages they agreed that ii 
they wished to leave our employ they would give us sixty 
days’ notice or forfeit ten days’ pay; that they would not 
strike or become parties to a strike while in our employ 
All of the skilled paper mill help signed this contract. 
The men stated at that time that they were perfectly sat 
isfied. They received orders, however, from their union 
that unless they were given Saturday night off and were 
paid ior Saturday night they must strike, notwithstanding 
this agreement. 

“We believe that not over three of the men wished t 
strike, but they felt compelled to do so inasmuch as the 
union had ordered it. We decided that we could not 
comply with their request, and about twenty of them 
voluntarily quit their jobs and have received their pay and 
are no longer in our employ. About 140 of our em 
ployees are at work and are not union men. Everything 
has been very orderly and the best of feeling exists be 
tween ourselves and the men. We expect within a few 
days to start up our paper machines with new men.” 

Next to the mill at Wausau it is acknowledged that th: 
condition of the mill of the Nekoosa Paper Company is 
the most serious of any of the Wisconsin River mills. At 
this mill it is admitted that but one machine is being 
operated out of the four, though it is alleged that othe: 
machines will be started this week. At both the Wausau 
and Nekoosa mills it ‘is stated that the companies are 
filling in the idle time by making repairs which werc 
much needed and would have to be made sooner or late: 

In regard to the situation at the mills of the Plover 
Paper Company and the Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper 
Company, where the strike has been in progress for a 
longer time than at any other Wisconsin River mills, the 
companies state most positively that they are feeling no 
ill effects whatever. 

While a few of the men employed by the Grand Rapids 
Pulp and Paper Company have stopped work, the com 
pany says its mill is practically unaffected, and that it is 
getting out a full product without special extra effort. 

It is acknowledged that the mills of the John Edwards 
Manufacturing Company, at Port Edwards; the Centralia 
Pulp and Water Pewer Company, at Centralia; the Toma- 
hawk Paper Company, at Tomahawk; the Dells Pulp and 
Paper Company, at Eau Claire, and the Falls Manufactur 
ing Company, at Oconto Falls, are as yet unaffected. 

Coming back to the Fox River Valley, the only mill 
which is suffering is that of the Thilmany Pulp and Paper 
Company, at Kaukauna. At this mill the condition of 
things is unchanged from la3t report. But one machine 
out of the five is being operated, and this one at some dis- 
advantage. Manager Oscar Thilmany returned late last 
Friday from California, He stated to your correspondent 
that he was unprepared to say just what would be done at 
his mill, further than that the Brotherhood would not be 
recognized. He said that the employees who struck had 
been notified that they were discharged, and that their 
pay checks were waiting for them, but up to that time 
but one of the men had called for his check. 

The Wisconsin Tissue Paper Company, of Appleton, 
says it has made a confidential arrangement with its em- 
ployees which is satisfactory to all parties concerned. 

The condition at all the rest of the Fox River Valley 
mills is unchanged since last report. Fox River. 
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OXFORD PAPER COMPANY. 


Rumors of Change in Mill Management—A Director Says 
That There Is No Truth in Them—The 
Trade Belief. 


In the New York market this week there is a widely 
circulated rumor that some changes are impending in the 
affairs of the Oxford Paper Company, of Rumford Falls, 
Me. One oi the stories afloat is to the effect that Charles 
Winthrop Gardner, the general manager of the company, 
has resigned his position or is to do so shortly. His 
successor, according to common report, is to be Edwin 
Riley, of Chisholm, Me., one of the division superintend- 
ents of the International Paper Company. Just why Mr. 
Riley’s name should be mentioned in connection with the 
Oxford is a good deal of a puzzle, as Mr. Riley has been 
a news man nearly all his life, and for that reason prob- 
ably would not listen to any sort of a proposition to go 
into a book mill at this stage of his career. It seems 
very probable, therefore, that Edwin Riley’s name has 
been substituted in the spread of the rumor for that of 
another paper maker whose name sounds something like 
Riley, but who is not so well known. 

In regard to the actual or anticipated withdrawal of Mr. 
Gardner fromthe management of the Oxford Paper Com- 
pany the only obtainable explanation that seems to fit the 
case is that certain new men have recently acquired very 
large blocks of the company’s stock and are credited with 
the intention of making a change in the management of 
the company. The formal announcement of this reported 
intention is naturally withheld until after the next meet- 
ing of the board of directors, at which the new interests 
are expected to make their wishes known. Whether any 
other changes will be made besides that in the position of 
general manager is at this time not reported. 

When the reports outlined above were called to the 
attention of Jonathan A. Bulkley, of Bulkley, Dunton & 
Co., the New York city selling agents of the Oxford 
Paper Company, that gentleman said to a representative 
of THE Paper TRADE JouRNAL: “There is absolutely no 
truth in the rumor that Mr. Gardner is to retire from his 
official position with the company. His work has been 
eminently satisfactory, and for that reason I cannot 
imagine what should give rise to such a silly report.. The 
Oxford is running along as usual, and as far as I know 
there are no changes of any kind expected to take place. 
As I am a director in the company I think I would know 
if there had been any change in the office of general 
manager.” 

Since the Oxford Paper Company began to take orders 
in the New York market there has been a good deal of 
talk about its affairs. All sorts of stories have been in 
circulation. These covered such topics as its location, 
cost of manufacture, and the prices for which its sales 
gents were accepting business. Unfavorable reports of 
ourse were heard on all of these subjects. Most of this 
ilk, however, was attributed to the jealousy of competi- 

rs, and for that reason very little credence was given 
any of them. But now that the trade is pretty well con- 
vinced that some changes in the company have taken place

How the Three Tour System Works. 
Miturnocket, Me., April 9, 1902. 
Editor The Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Str—We have carefully read the articles that 
have been published recently in THE Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL regarding the sixty-five hour per week shift and 
the eight hour per day shift, and we thought that a letter 
from the mill that is operating under the eight hour sys- 
tem would be in order. 

We have now been running on the eight hour shift for 
several weeks, and there is no machine man here who 
does not speak of this system as being extremely satisfac- 
tory. It divides the day in such a way that it makes it 
very much easier for the men and gives them more leisure 
to be with their families or for their private business. It 
has given employment to a larger number of men in this 
mill, and this has been accomplished without any effort 
by promoting competent backtenders and third hands, who 
were union men or have since joined the union. 

We have reason to know that a large number of appli- 
cations are coming in here all of the time for positions, 
which indicates that there are some competent men out 
of employment. 

As far as we can learn and observe the demand for 
paper at present far exceeds the supply, and where our 
union arbitrarily forces the mill owner to lessen his pro- 
duction by shorter hours in each week we are doing an 
unfair thing, both to the mill owner and to the public, It 
seems that this thing could be equalized by the eight hour 
shift without being unfair to ourselves or our employers. 
Information is pouring in here from every direction from 
the large mills which are competitors of this mill, show- 
ing that they are in favor of the eight hour shift and ad-

Schmuck Gets Verdict Against Crume & Sefton Co.

Dayton, Ohio, April 14, 1902.—In the long contested 
suit of Henry Schmuck, an Eastern capitalist, against the 
Crume & Sefton Manufacturing Company, which was lo- 
cated in this city until two years ago, removing and con- 
solidating with another concern, a verdict was rendered 
last Saturday for the plaintiff in the Common Pleas Court 
of Montgomery County. The verdict was for $6,025.58 
on a suit to recover $5,000, said to be due on a note on 
which collateral security had been given. This was the 
second time the case was tried before the Common Pleas 
Court of this county, the Circuit Court having remanded 
the cause for second trial when the suit was brought be- 
fore it. At the first trial a verdict of $6,737.67 was re- 
turned for the plaintiff, and it will be observed that the 
second verdict slightly reduces the amount. 

This litigation has extended over a period of two years, 
or more, and inasmuch as a motion has just been filed 
for a new trial, it is evident that the end is not yet.

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CANADIAN TRADE MATTERS. 


Trade Reported Brisk—Newspaper Publishers Still Insist- 
ing on an Extension of the Lower Rate of Duty 
—The Canada Paper Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, April 14, 1902—Paper makers here report 
trade brisk in all lines, and the grinders of pulp say their 
logs are coming down better than was expected earlier 
in the spring. The heavy spring rains helped to make 
up for the lack of snow. 

The smaller newspaper owners are reported to be still 
pressing the Dominion Government for the extension of 
the lower duty (15 per cent. instead of 25) to grades of 
paper valued at more than 24% cents per pound. Paper 
makers ‘say that this would be very hurtful to them, with 
out giving the smaller newspapers any relief. These news- 
papers would not be any better off, because it is buying 
in small quantities and not the duty that causes them to 
pay prices above 2% cents. On the other hand, the allow- 
ing in of the better grades of paper under the lower duty 
would let in a lot of paper now used for the cheaper 
magazines and patent medicine pamphlets. In view of the 
fact that Canada admits American magazines free and 
that many of these which come in by the tens of thou- 
sands are chiefly advertisements, there is a decided feeling 
that to allow in on lower duty the paper for the small 
proportion of them still printed in Canada would be un- 
fair all around to Canadian paper makers and printers. 

The Canada Paper Company has commissioned Mr. 
G. F. Hardy, the New York paper mill expert, to draw 
the plans for their new mill at St. Francis, Quebec, to 
replace the one destroyed by fire last August. The mill 
will have a capacity about 25 per cent. in excess of the 
destroyed mill and will make news print. ke 
Jury Decides Against Grove Mills Paper Company. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Newsureu, N, Y., April 14, 1902.—The jury in the case 

of Jacob Levy, as administrator, vs. the Grove Mills Pa- 





per Company, which was tried last week before Judge 
Maddox, handed in a sealed verdict in favor of the plain- 
tiff, awarding him $2,500 against the defendant. 

As soon as the verdict was rendered H. H. Bowman, 
attorney for the company (of which he is also president) 
moved to set it aside. 

The motion was granted by the court and the complaint 
dismissed. This was done on the ground, as Judge Mad- 
dox claimed, that no evidence had been given*by which 
the jury had the right to infer that the deceased, Anton 
Prygon, was free from contributory negligence. The 
judge took the verdict of the jury, so that if Mr. Seeger, 
the attorney for the plaintiff, chose to appeal the case, and 
the Appellate Division should deem the judge wrong in his 
view of it and should hold that the evidence was sufficient 
to raise a question for the jury to determine, that body 
could reverse this decision and the case could be settled 
and not be retried. 

For the purpose indicated Judge Maddox directed that 
any exception Mr. Seeger might wish to present should 
be presented in the first instance to the Appellate Di- 
vision, where the case is now certain to go. 

This case was brought to recover damages for the death 
of Anton Prygon, who was caught in a shaft at the Grove 
Mills and killed. The case had previously been tried twice 
and verdicts of $2,000 and $1,000 resepectively secured. 
Both verdicts were set aside, on motion of the plaintiff's 
attorney, on the ground that they were inadequate.

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THE BLACK RIVER DISTRICT. 


Scarcity of Ground Wood and Pulp Wood—A Season of 
Drought—High Water Needed to Bring 
Logs Down. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 15, 1902.—Paper manufactur- 
ers in the Black River Valley have only one thing to 
complain of to-day, and that is a scarcity of pulp timber 
and ground wood. Supplies of this kind were short at 
the beginning of last winter. The deep snows that inter- 
fered with operations in the woods as well as with the 
operation of the railroads, have given little opportunity 
to increase the supply on hand, and the result is that many 
of the mills are short of what they need in the way of 
mechanical pulp or the timber from which to make it. 
A large quantity of wood has been cut and lies on the 
banks of the streams. It cannot be started toward the 
mills until high water comes. At the present time there 
is little indication of the usual April floods. Nearly all 
the snow in the woods disappeared early in March. There 
have been no heavy rains, and the valley is suffering an 
April drought instead of the customary April freshets. It 
is getting so late that it is feared that a portion of the 
wood already cut will be hung up until late in the season, 
and managers of the local mills are hustling their Cana- 
dian agents, who have been slow in making shipments. 

The present short supply of pulp causes most incon- 
venience to the smaller mills. The large concerns which 
figure on keeping nearly a year’s supply ahead are not so 
badly off now, though they will also suffer from the short- 
age if their supplies from the Adirondacks fail to get in as 
usual, At this time there is just enough uncertainty about 
the supply and so active a demand for ground wood at the 
smaller mills that a marked increase of prices for me- 
chanical pulp is the result. An April freshet, now past 
due, would relieve the situation. If it does not come 
prices for pulp will undoubtedly go above the $24 per ton 
that some mills are now paying. B.

The following press dispatch appeared in a Chicago 
paper last week: 

“Vancouver, B. C., April 10, 1902.—Chicago capitalists 
will build a $750,000 plant on Prince of Wales Island, near 
Queen Charlotte Sound, for the manufacture of pulp for 
the Oriental market. 

“The island is a square mile in area and thickly wooded 
with spruce. The Chicago capitalists purchased it from 
Vancouver citizens, who secured it without cost from the 
Provincial Government. The Government decided a year 
ago to allow anyone to take up spruce limits, on applica- 
tion, who would operate them in two years’ time. 

“The result was that vast areas were taken up in this 
way, in hopes that in three or four months they could be 
disposed of to American manufacturers. The only reve- 
nue exacted by the Government is an annual tax of I cent 
an acre and 25 cents a cord for the wood cut.” 

A prominent paper man, referring to the above, said 
that he did not know of any Chicago parties being inter- 
ested in Vancouver or vicinity, but that Henry Hewitt, 
formerly of Neenah, Wis., had organized a $500,000 com- 
pany to make pulp near Seattle, and that perhaps the two 
deals had some connection. M.

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OHIO CANALS WILL REMAIN. 


The Vigorous Fight of the Paper Manufacturers and Their 
Associates Against the Abandonment of the State’s 
Waterways Ends in Victory. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 14, 1902.—At last the vigorous 
fight of thé paper manufacturers and their associate mill 
men of the Miami Valley has been successful. They con- 
tended in the legislative halls for the preservation of the 
State’s canals and have won a signal victory. The sub- 
stitute for Representative Painter’s bill relating to the 
retention of a portion of the canal system of the State and 
declaring the policy of Ohio in regard to its waterways 
came up on a special order in the Senate. Senator Hard- 
ing withdrew his amendment providing for the elimina- 
tion of Section 2, authorizing the payment by the State 
of the ascertained value of canal boats which may be- 
come useless if the canal system be abandoned. The roll 
call showed only one dissenting vote, and the end of the 
fight for the abandonment of the Ohio canals, during the 
present session of the Legislature, was reached within 
five minutes’ time. It will be recalled that representatives 
of all of the principal mills in Miami Valley towns and 
cities met in Dayton to protest against the proposed 
abandonment. Many millions in property were repre- 
sented and decisive action was taken. A committee, com- 
posed exclusively of influential paper mill men, was ap- 
pointed to appear in the legislative halls and protest 
against the measure. 

The new law provides that the Miami and Erie Canal, 
from Cincinnati to Toledo, and the northern division of 
the Ohio Canal, from Cleveland to Dresden, shall be 
maintained as public canals; that all boats built for use 
on these canals shall be paid for by the State at their 
true value if at any time in the future the policy of the 
State shall be changed by abandonment of the water- 
ways. 

It was also declared the policy of the State that the 
water supplies of the reservoirs of the southern division 
of the Ohio Canal, from Dresden to Lockbourne and 
from Columbus to Portsmouth, shall be retained. 

The appointment of a non-partisan commission of two 


persons by the Governor is also provided for by the new 
statute. It shall be the duty of this commission to as- 
certain the condition of the southern division of the Ohio 
Canal and make a report to the General Assembly two 
years hence. The commission will also be empowered to 
readjust the present water rates.

New Orveans, La., April 14, 1902.—E. K. Smith, rep- 
resenting the owners of a $60,000 paper mill at Pensacola, 
Fla., recently appeared before the Board of Trade and 
offered to remove the mill to Lake Charles on the follow- 
ing conditions: First, that a two acre site be donated and 
a substantial building 50x300 feet erected free of charge; 
second, that $5,000 be furnished to pay expenses of mov- 
ing; third, that a loan of $25,000 be placed on the com- 
pany'’s property or half the company’s stock taken here. 
Mr. Smith said the factory would employ an average force 
of thirty men for twenty-four hours; that it would turn 
out § to 7 tons of wrapping paper and cardboard per day; 
that a bag machine and other necessary machinery would 
be added; that rice straw, pine wood fibre and sawmill 
waste would be utilized. He furnished many other details 
regarding the plant. On motion the matter was referred 
to the committee on manufactures to investigate and re- 
port.

Word was received in this city to-day that the high 
water had caused considerable damage at Monroe Bridge, 
Mass., and that the Ramage plant is a sufferer by the 
flood. The work which had been done toward repairing 
the former damage was washed away, including some pil- 
ing which had been driven partly down. A new embank- 
ment wall which was being built for a town’ bridge was 
washed away and some new work being put in by the 
Hoosac Tunnel and Wilmington Railroad was damaged. 

The plant of the Ramage Paper Company is still com- 
pletely tied up and it is impossible to fill any orders. The 
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work of repairing the damage will be pushed forward as 
fast as possible. James Ramage is expected in this city 
this week, and upon his arrival definite plans for perma- 
nent improvements will be made. Ferry. 


Will Wanamaker Become Paper Maker ? 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PuiLapeLpHia, April 14, 1902.—The report that 
John Wanamaker has purchased the old Lewis mill near 
Chester interested the Philadelphia trade very much, but 
its efforts to secure a verification were fruitless. The 
rumor, however, drew from one well-known manufac- 
turer interesting comment. Said he: 

“It is just possible that Mr. Wanamaker, the merchant, 
has secured the mill for the purpose of converting. the 
waste paper of his large establishment in this city into 
wrapping paper. I suppose that his store turns out daily 
about 25 tons of waste. It would be entirely possible to 
take this waste, and by the addition of some hard stock 
—gunny bagging—to convert it into express wrapping or 
other common paper. Possibly half of his daily require- 
ment of wrapping paper of the kind mentioned could be 
produced in this way. The Lewis mill is a one-machine 
mill, with a daily capacity of about 8 tons. 

“Would the manufacture of paper under these condi- 
tions pay? Emphatically, no, Recall history. The late 
George W. Childs early in the Public Ledger’s history 
decided to make his own paper. He secured mills at 
Childs Station and began. To a personal friend of mine 
he admitted that every pound of paper made at his mill 
cost him % cent a pound more than he could have pur- 
chased it for in the open market. He sank many thou- 
sands of dollars in the plant and wasted much of his time. 

“The late William M. Singerly determined to make the 
news paper for the Record. He consumed not only his 
own over-issues, but actually purchased the old issues of 
other newspapers for the purpose of making paper for the 
Record. I know at first hand that his paper cost him % 
cents per pound more than he could have purchased much 
better paper for in the open market. He lost from $500 
to $700 a day on the mill, and during the time that he 
conducted it sunk upward of $1,250,000 in it. His paper 
being made of old news paper always showed a trace of 
printers’ ink, which it is still impossible to bleach out 
entirely, and the fibre was disintegrated to such an extent 
that it was commonly said the paper was made of saw- 






dust and that its owner only intended a copy to be read 
by one man; afterward it fell apart. 

“It is extremely unlikely, therefore, that John Wana- 
maker, the merchant, will attempt to run the Lewis mill; 
nor is it at all probable that his son Thomas, the news- 
paper proprietor, will attempt to make the news paper 
for his newspaper venture, the North American.”

Free Acid in Paper. 
By H. RoMANOFF. 

Comparatively a few years ago it was rather rare to 
find a sheet of paper which would give a distinct reaction 
for free acid, no matter how delicate a reagent was em- 
ployed. Recently, however, the consumption of alum has 
largely increased, and it has become customary among 
many paper makers to use a larger percentage of alum 
than was formely considered needful except in very hard 
sized paper and such grades as oyster pail, ice cream 
bucket, &c., where it was attempted to actually water- 
proof the paper by filling it full of size. Some alums and 
sulphates of alumina in the market are of excellent qual- 
ity, while others are just as poor with regard to free acid 
and soluble iron contents. It stands to reason that if a 
paper is abundantly charged with rosin soap, which is al- 
kaline, and then sized with large quantities of alum con- 
taining appreciable quantities of free acid (sulphuric) that 
the fibre will obstinately retain some free acid, and this 
will be active until the paper has been long enough in 
stock for the free acid to enter into combination with any 
constituent of the paper that is capable of so doing. Traces 
of either free acid or iron in alum for paper making can 
usually be safely neglected, and their consideration is 
merely a theoretical refinement, devoid of any practical 
value except in some very special cases. On the other 
hand, the amounts of free acid and soluble iron met with 
in the alum used in some paper mills are beyond the 
bounds of reason. In writing and printing papers free 
acid is obviously very much out of place, and much more 
so in papers fos. wrapping metal goods, in bristols and 
label papers which have to be printed in gold, bronze and 
colors, and especially so in fine papeteries, Papers for 
wrapping textiles, blue print raw stock and similar goods 
must be absolutely free from an acid reaction. This is an 
interesting chapter in the chemistry of paper making, and 
one to which very little attention has been paid.

This registry is of decided benefit to the owners of such 
names, It places them in a public trade record, inferen- 
tially gives notice of their use and ownership, and gives 
them the protection of trade knowledge and custom, the 
surest sort of protection against imitators or iniringers. 

Last year and the year before and again this year the 
edition of the Directory was exhausted long before the 
succeeding edition was ready. Each year there have been 
orders that had to remain unfilled, and this notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the edition 4as been increased each year. 
‘here are now in hand several hundred orders for the 
next edition. This state of affairs points out the necessity 
oi getting in orders in advance, as the editions are taken 
up so quickly that those who delay their requests often 
fail to secure copies. A word to the wise ought to be 
sufficient. 

Paper manufacturers as a rule are not specific enough 
in stating the grades of paper that they make. There is 
a continual use of the classified lists in the book by paper 
buyers to ascertain who makes this paper or that paper, 
and dealers are continually urging manufacturers to make 
their announcements more definite. To say that the mill's 
product is “specialties” is not much information to the 
dealer who is seeking a mill that makes a given specialty. 
As one large New York dealer said, “If manufacturers only 
realized how many orders those little italic lines following 
their mill's report bring them they would use them more 
extensively. I have placed many, many orders simply by 
studying those italic lines.”

One Feature of Paper Mill Strike. 

The paper trade has certainly had its full share of labor 
troubles during the last year, Previous to that period a 
strike in a paper mill was an event of rare occurrence, and 
when it did take place was of short duration. Of late there 
have been many ‘such, and the mills in Wisconsin are now 
in the thick of one. 

One feature of the recent troubles has been the bringing 
to the fore the proposition of profit sharing. The latest 
instance of this is the Alexandria Paper Company, of 
Alexandria, Ind., of which former Congressman S. A. 
Cook, of Neenah, Wis., He has issued a 
notice to his employees that the short week schedule 


is president. 


would hereafter govern the running of the mill, and that 
each one in the employ of the company at the end of the 
year beginning April 1, 1902, or who may enter the mill 
after that date and remain for a year, shall receive at the 
end of the annual period 10 per cent. of his wages, This 
he says the employees may consider as a “share in the 
earnings of the business or as interest on your wages, 
which is a workingman’s capital.” He adds also that the 
plan can only be successfully carried out by the co-opera- 
tion of the employees. a 

Very many people believe that profit sharing in some 





shape will solve many of the questions between employer 
and employee, and will serve not only to prevent friction, 
but to work advantages to both of them. Other mills in 
the paper trade in this and other countries have tried it, 
and the majority of them have found benefits in such a 
system, 

We trust that both the Alexandria Paper Company and 
its employees will reap all possible advantages from the 
plan that is now in operation. 


The Herald, of Wichita, Kan., published on April 10 an 
editorial in favor of free pulp. In the course of its re- 
marks it says: “The paper trust, by a prohibitory tariff on 
raw materials, and a combination of the pulp and paper 
mills, producing 85 per gent. of the annual consumption of 
news print in the United States, has at times advanced 
prices over 100 per cent., by exterminating competition, 
through a monopoly of over 250,000 horse power of avail- 
able water power adjacent to over 2,600,000 acres of spruce 
timber. And these increases of price have been burdens on 
every newspaper in the country.” If the burdens referred 
to have as much foundation as the statistical statements 
presented by the Herald, they are indeed light. What the 
Herald and many of its contemporaries in the country 
need worse than anything else is some knowledge of the 
paper trade. If they had that knowledge they would not 
permit themselves to print such ridiculous and false state- 
ments. 





We have before us a complaint from a paper manufac- 
turer. He says that since he has used sulphite extensively 
his iron beating engines have been giving him a great 
deal of trouble. They are pitted, and, worse than all, the 
roll because of the accumulation of matter from the pit- 
tings refuses often to turn. He is indeed in trouble, and 
he says that many others are having the same experience. 
He diagnoses the case as insufficiently washed sulphite. 
He thinks that if the insides of the beaters were enameled 
in some way it*would remedy the difficulty and wants a 
suggestion as to the proper course to pursue. The 
beaters have been in use about seven years. Now is the 
time for paper makers to air their views on the subject 
in the columns of THe Paper TrRaApE JOURNAL. 





Last year when we had low water in the East there 
were full streams in the West. This year they are putting 
on restrictions, while in the East we have complaints from 
New England that the waterways are too full. Northern 
New York can condole with the West, however, for she 
is now undergoing a season of drought. To the mills 
equipped with steam plants low water is not such a vital 
matter, except as in this case, according to our Holyoke 
correspondent, coal is not in abundant supply. Running 
by steam is of course more expensive, and especially so 
when the coal market is short of supplies. The troubles 
of the summer time are casting heavy shadows before. 


Indications are that the litigation that has been brought 
against the pulp and board companies in the vicinity ol 
Muncie, Ind., is not going to drive the mills there to 
other localities. In a suit that took some three weeks to 
try, and in which heavy damages were claimed, the jury 
awarded a verdict for $500. The expenses of the plaintiff 
have been so heavy and the judgment is so unsubstantial 
that the combination of these two facts will probably have 
a deterring effect on other litigants. 

The shipments of paper from the port of New York for 
this week were not near as large as they should be. They 
aggregated in value only $46,807, The destination of the 
larger shipments and the value of each are as follows: 
British West Indies, $11,530; Australia, $10,945; Cuba, 
$2,300; Glasgow, $1,505; Hamburg, $2,029; Havre, $1,252; 
Liverpool, $2,710; London, $5,929; Mannheim, $1,800; 
Rotterdam, $3,350. 

The Ramage Paper Company, of Monroe Bridge, Mass., 
has certainly been the victim of a series of misfortunes. 
First its pulp mill was wrecked by a flood. A few weeks 
later its dam went out, and this week high water carried 
away new work that had been done in carrying out the 
program of replacing the mill and dam, The old adage 
that troubles never come singly seems to bé exemplified. 


The Miami Valley men have been fighting for water and 
have won. There was a bill in the Ohio Legislature pro- 
viding for the abandonment of all State canals, The pa- 
per makers opposed it, and not only killed it, but it is 
hoped buried it beyond any hope of resurrection. When 
a paper maker wants water—for transportation purposes 
—he generally manages to get it.

Some time Sunday night of last week parties who ob- 
ject to the fencing in of the property of the Globe tis- 
sue mill, Elkhart, Ind., thereby stopping the use of the 
grounds as a thoroughfare for pedestrians, tore down 
the gates, and tracks in the road indicated that they had 
been thrown into the river. 

The Wabash Paper Company, Wabash, Ind., which has 
a capital of $600,000 and owns and operates here one of 
the largest mills in the country, has filed for record a 
mortgage for $100,000 to secure an issue of bonds. The 
bonds are to be used to redeem obligations to a similar 
amount secured by mortgage, the purpose being to trans- 
fer the obligations from non-stockholders to stockholders. 

The Terre Haute Paper Company, Terre Haute, Ind., is 
busy at present filling an order for sixty carloads of wrap- 
ping paper of various sizes. The order must be filled 
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within thirty days and the plant is running full time. The 
shipment will be made to several branches of one firm, 
the branches being in New York city, Atlanta, Ga.; New 
Orleans and Minneapolis. The company has been for- 
tunate in securing all of the straw it can use from the 
farmers in the surrounding country without having to use 
much of the reserve supply piled up on the west side of 
the mill. 


Wall Paper Plant to Be Enlarged. 


Baitimore, Md., April 14, 1902—The works of the old 
Conowingo Wall Paper Company, located at Baltimore 
and Eleventh streets, Highlandtown, Md., may be exten- 
sively enlarged in the future and the business of the 
concern greatly increased by the introduction of out of 
town capital, principally from Philadelphia. The Cono- 
wingo Company's works were owned by C. Wharton 
Smith, and are 329x80 feet in size. Forty men are em- 
ployed there, and the output is about 6,000,000 rolls of all 
grades of wall paper, from the finest to the cheapest. The 
plant is the only one in Maryland, and, for that matter, 
south of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Smith recently organized the Maryland Wall Paper 
Company, which was incorporated here by himself, 
George A. Smith and Stuart S. Janney, with a capital 
stock of $50,000, for the manufacture and sale of wall pa- 
pers. Since the organization of the Maryland Company 
Mr. Smith has determined to still further increase the fa- 
cilities of the plant, and has received flattering proposals 
from Philadelphia, which he may accept. A meeting of 
those interested will be held shortly for the consideration 
of the subject. If the proposals of the Philadelphians are 
accepted it is probable that a new company will be 
formed, under a new name, to operate and develop the 
plant on a larger scale. Mr. Smith said that he was un- 
able to speak of the future of the plant at present, except 
that it would be extended and improved and become a 
more important one in many particulars. The Conowingo 
plant was considerably improved last year and its capacity 
increased. 


Another mill to make paper 6ut of bagasse is projected, 
and is to be located in Louisiana. When this mill is 
erected there will then be three mills of this character in 
the South, one in Texas and two in Louisiana. 





Cumberland Sulphite Plant Burned. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


CUMBERLAND, Md., April 14, 1902.—At 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning the sulphite plant of the Cumberland Paper 
Company, operated under lease by the Maryland Paper 
Company, lately incorporated, was entirely destroyed by 
fire, which, it is stated, originated in the dynamo room 
from the explosion of a torch. The building, inclosing the 
digesters, dynamos, the chipping room, chemical depart- 
ment, battery of six boilers and the engine running that de- 
partment, is now in ruins, and the bulk of the machinery 
is a total wreck. Although the boiler building was de- 
stroyed, five boilers were left standing in good condition, 
and the machinery and building of the paper making de- 
partment was only saved by the prompt action of firemen 
and mill hands in chopping the roof apart and bending 
their energies toward saving the paper mill proper. 

About too tons of sulphur and the acid tanks and ma- 
chinery were destroyed. The total loss will reach about 
$70,000, partly covered by insurance. The plant was op- 
erated for a number of years by the Cumberland Paper 
Company, composed of ex-Governor Lloyd Lowndes, 
Lloyd Lowndes, Jr., Robert D. Wilson, Robert R. Hen- 
derson, Cumberland; David Sloan, Lonaconing; the late 
Capt. John Sheridan, Mount Savage, and H. Crawford 
Black, of Baltimore. Two months ago these gentlemen 
leased the plant for a three year term to Robert P. Roe, 
Robe:t P. Roe, Jr.. and Thomas Roe, of Rhode Island, 
who are heavily interested in the Parsons Paper Com- 
pany, West Virginia, and they incorporated the Maryland 
Paper Company, with the elder Mr. Roe as president. 

The plant originally cost about $200,000, and has been 
kept busy, working day and night with a force of about 
100 men. The sulphite mill will likely be re-erected and 
the plant again started,

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ROSIN SIZING. 


Improvements That Have Been Made—The Latest Step 
in Advance—Suggestions for Makers of Sizing 
for Paper Makers’ Use. 


By H. RoMANOFr. 

It is now pretty generally admitted that paper sizing 
with rosin size and saponaceous compounds is due to the 
production of free rosin and fatty acids by the decompos- 
ing action of aluminum compounds. Furthermore, that 
the so-called resinate of alumina has only slight water re- 
pelling action and is formed to only a small extent. It is 
true that alum or aluminum sulphate can be replaced 
either entirely or to a large extent by sulphuric acid, but it 
has also been shown that such an acid sizing is very diffi- 
cult, not quite safe and requires much skill. Any trace of 
chlorides left in the stock causes a good deal of trouble in 
acid sizing, and with certain aniline colors, which require 
an addition of salt to fasten and spring them, acid sizing 
is an impossibility. It has been attempted to use acetic 
acid in place of sulphuric for sizing without alum, and 
whereas in some cases the change is successful, even the 
acetic acid process is not generally applicable. The sub- 
stitution of the acid bisulphate of soda (which is a very 
cheap by-product) is the latest step in advance on the

sulphate or alum. Where very hard sizing is needed the 


bisulphate decomposes any of the so-called resinate of 
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alumina that may be formed into insoluble gelatinous 
basic sulphate of alumina and free rosin, which is the 
sizing agent par excellence. Moreover, any hydrate of 
alumina that is formed is converted by the excess of acid 
bisulphate into the gelatinous basic alumina sulphate. 
Thus the free rosin is well distributed and firmly com- 
bined with the paper fibre. The soluble variety of basic 
alumina hydrate is not produced by the bisulphates unless 
an enormous excess of the same be present. Besides the 
very cheap by-product sodium bisulphate, others can be 
used, e, g., those of zinc, magnesia, the alkalies and the 
alkaline earths. 

Makers of rosin and fat sizes for paper now in the 
market and those who would like to get into the market 
will do well to bear in mind that the alum bill is a big ex- 
pense with many mills, and the reduction of this would 
no doubt help to sell a good deal of size. 


Pulp Wood Shipments Begun. 


Green Bay, Wis., April 14, 1902.—The pulp wood ship- 
ments for up river points were begun last Wednesday, 
when a scowload of pulp wood was towed up river to 
Depere, and up the river this morning. The locks were 
operated for the first time on Thursday. There are sev- 
eral thousand cords ot pulp wood in the river and bay 
and this will be towed up river on scows by the Nau tug 
line for the Appleton Pulp Wood Company. 





Big Pulp Contracts. 


Becker & Co., of 64 Cannon street, London, E. C., have 
just completed a seven years’ contract with the owners 
of the steamship Norfolk. Beginning in the spring of next 
year the vessel will carry a cargo of 2,500 tons of wet pulp 
from Chicoutimi (Saguenay) to Queenboro’. For the 
seven years she will carry four cargoes per season. The 
charter is undoubtedly the largest which has ever been 
made in the wood pulp trade. The owners of the Norfolk 
are Furness, Withy & Co., Ltd. From inquiries made we 
find that Becker & Co. have entered into other large con- 
tracts, including a charter of a steamer for seven years to 
run from Canada to Manchester, for over 100,000 tons, and 
another to Scandinavian ports.—British Paper Maker. 









Indian Paper Mill in the Market. 


More than ten years ago the Travancore Paper Mills 
Company (Limited) started, with a considerable sum of 
money in the shape of capital, the concern now known as 
the Ponalur Paper Mills, says the British Paper Make: 
The venture after a somewhat prolonged trial failed, and 
the company suspended operations in the hope of obtain- 
ing financial assistance—from the Travancore Sirkar— 
which had, in the first instance, been extended to the 
shareholders, but which the then and subsequent Diwan 
found it impossible to repeat. The company then, a year 
or sO ago, went into liquidation, and the Darbar acquired 
the mills by purchase in execution of a decree. 

The concern, as it now stands, consists of 83 acres of 
land situated on the banks of the Ponalur River. On this 
favorable spot is erected a mill, complete machinery for 
turning out paper of medium size, beater and store rooms, 
mechanics’ shop, office and bungalows, turbine, &c., and 
as the Darbar is not disposed to run the factory itself, it 
has advertised the property for sale. 

The cause of its first failure may be ascribed in one 
word—to amateurism—the cause of so much blundering, 
says the Madras Mail, in other things Anglo-Indian and 
native. The factory is placed, as said before, in a very ad- 
vantageous spot on the bank of the Ponalur River, by which 
can be floated down to the mill vast quantities of material 
suitable for paper manufacture. 

The main object with which the mill started was to con 
vert the elta or elephant reed into paper, but it was found 
a larger amount of certain chemical substances was re 
quired to convert the reed into paper of the requisite qual 
ity and color than was anticipated or provided for. More- 
over, the machinery was more or less out of date, and a 
bit behind the times, and the size of the paper the mills 
turned out was not what was consumed in India. All this, 
of course, can be remedied. Elta is not the only produce 
of the Travancore forests suitable for paper making—and 
an expert would soon be able to ascertain what is, afid 
what is not, proper material of the many forest products 
available for the purpose. Then, again, Ponalur is a rail 
way station on the Quilon-Tinnevelly branch line, and of- 
fers a cheap and rapid méans of placing the products of the 
mill on the market.

Dandy Roll Cleaner— Grinding Calender Rolis—Machine for 
Bordering Paper—Manufacture of Water and Fat 
Proof Papers—Trade Marks. 








William W. Weaver and Lewis H. Sanford, of Augusta, 
Me., have been granted patent No, 697,302 on a dandy 
roll cleaner. 

The principal object of the invention is to provide the 
roll with improved devices for removing the fibrous mat- 
ter which it takes up from the paper web. A further ob- 
ject is to provide for the perfect cleaning of the mesh 
from both the inside and the outside of the roll and to 
prevent the accumulation of froth and fibrous matter 
within the interior of the roll by removing all of the im- 
purities as soon as they are washed or blown from the 
mesh. 

In the drawings Fig. 1 is a longitudinal sectional ele- 
vation of a dandy roll provided with a cleaning device 
arranged and constructed in accordance with the inven- 
tion. Fig. 2 is an end elevation of the same. Fig. 3 is a 
transverse sectional elevation of the device on the line 3 3 
of Fig. 1. 5 5 designate suitable standards arranged on 
the opposite sides of the frame of the machine and pro- 
vided with slotted guides for the reception of bearing 
blocks 6, through which extend hollow trunnions or 
bushings 7. To the inner end of each bushing 7 is 
secured a spider 8, and secured to or formed integral with 
each spider is an annular flanged rim 9, serving as a 
support for the ends of the wire gauze 10, which forms 
the working surface of the roll. The bearing boxes or 
blocks are provided with the usual adjusting screws 11! 
for varying the height of the rolls from the usual wire 
table of the paper machine, and the construction and ar- 
rangement of the roll may be that ordinarily followed. 

At the opposite sides of the machine are secured stand- 
ards 15, 16, serving as supports for pipes 17 and 18, re-

spectively, the former being connected to a flexible pipe 
19, leading from a supply of water, steam or other fluid, 
and the latter serving as an outlet for the impurities 
washed from the roll. The pipe 17 extends through one 
of the bosses 7 to a point within the spider and is there 
provided with a vertical section 20, leading to a point 
near the inner surface of the wire screen 10, at which 
point it is connected to a horizontally disposed pipe 21, 
having in its upper surface a row or rows of perforations, 
through which the water or other fluid may be forced 
into contact with the wire screen. The opposite end of 
the section 21 of the pipe is supported by a vertical rod 
or plugged pipe 22, arranged at a point near the oppo- 
site end of the roll, as illustrated in Fig. 1. The outlet 
pipe 18 extends through one of the bosses 7 and at its 
inner end is screwed or otherwise secured to a collecting 
trough 23, formed Of some light sheet metal and so ar- 
ranged and disposed that all the impurities washed from 
the upper portion of the roll will be collected and grad- 
ually discharged through the pipe 18. The trough is 
supported in position in any suitable manner, as by clips 
24, on the vertical sections 20 and 22 of the water pipe 
and by such other connections with the water and the 
escape pipes aS May seem necessary. 

At a point immediately above the top of the screen 10 
is a curved guard or shield 26, which extends completely 
over the upper portion of the roll and is supported in 
position by arms or brackets 27, carried by the bearing 
standards 5. The width of the guard is about equal to 
the width of the collecting trough, and its opposite sides 
are curved in such manner as to deflect the water or other 
fluid inwardly against the surface of the roll. Imme- 
diately under the central top portion of the guard is a 
pipe 30, closed at one end and at its opposite end con- 
nected to a pipe 31, leading from a suitable supply of 
steam, water or air, which is discharged through a row 


or rows of perforations formed in the wander side of said 
pipe. 

The perforated pipes 21 and 30 are preferably arranged 
in vertical alignment, and in cleansing the surface of the 
screen 10 one or other or both pipes may be used, ac- 
cording to the character of the accumulations on the 
surface of the screen. Where the upper pipe 30 is em- 
ployed to wash or blow away the impurities, the stream 
or current of water or other fluid will carry with it the 
fibrous matter clinging to the screen and deposit the 
same in the collecting trough. Where the under pipe 21 
is used, the steam or fluid may travel up through the 
screen into contact with the guard 26, and will be de- 
flected by said guard into contact with the outer surface 
of the roll, forcing the fibrous matter through the meshes 
of the screen to be collected in the trough. Owing to 
the curved edges of the guard it will be impossible for 
any of the dirt to be washed around over the outside of 
the roll and fall om the paper web. Where both of the 
pipes are simultaneously employed, the meeting currents 
will effectually dislodge any accumulated matter, the wash- 
ing being thorough and effective. As the trough col- 
lects all of the fibrous and other matter washed upon the 
web, there will be no accumulations of dirt in the in- 
terior of the screen, and the stoppages rendered neces- 
sary for cleansing purposes will be avoided.

Manila Hemp and the Export Tax. 

WasuHInctTon, April 14, 1902.—The customs division on 
Saturday received from the Canadian Commissioner of 
Customs a communication asking whether Manila hemp 
can be imported into the United States and then exported 
to Canada without an extra duty being paid on the hemp 
on leaving Manila. He furthermore asks whether 
cordage manufactured in the United States from such 
hemp, exported to Canada and later returned to the 
United States, would likewise be free of such export duty. 

In reply the Secretary sent a statement to the effect 
that the export tax will be remitted at Manila only upon 
hemp sent to the United States for use and consumption 
within the territory of the United States, and that cordage 
manufactured in the United States from Manila hemp 
would have the status of a domestic manufacture and 
could be sent to Canada or elsewhere or returned to the 
United States without paying an export tax. 


Car Famine and the Paper Trade. 


Montreat, Canada, April 14, 1902.—The car famine 
which has been prevailing for some months on all railway 
lines in the Eastern States and Canada is likely to have a 
serious effect upon the paper industry of the United 
States, and especially the mills situated along the line of 
the New York Central Railway. All along the line of 
the Grand Trunk Railway and the others are immense 
quantities of pulp wood which have been piled up for at 
least a year, and in some cases for eighteen months, on 
account of the scarcity of cars. Nine-tenths at least of 
this pulp wood is intended for mills situated in New York. 

John Loud, of this city, traffic manager of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, said that the general prosperity in the 
United States and Canada had caused the scarcity. Also 
the fact that the New York Central and other lines in 
New York State had had their lines severely tied up 
through washouts and severe snow storms during the win- 
ter just finished. 


Albemarle Paper Manufacturing Company. 

RicHMonpD, Va., April 14, 1902.—The regular annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Albemarle Paper 
Manufacturing Company was held last Friday. 

No business of public interest was transacted except the 
re-election of all of the present officers of the company to 
serve for the ensuing year.

A Modern Pharaoh. 


William T. Pharaoh, who is engaged in the paper busi- 
ness at Fourth and Cherry streets, Philadelphia, recently 
issued a small announcement that is unique. It is a card- 
board folder, the first page being devoted to a statement 
of his name, business, place of business and ’phone num- 
bers, while the fourth page bears the legend “Space does 
not permit me to tell you all about paper making, but I 
think I can justly claim to have been in the paper busi- 
ness long enough to know your needs.” 








The second page bears an illustration that is entitled 
“Pharaoh, B. C. 3800,” while on the third page is the il- 
lustration, “Pharaoh, A. D. 1900.” The first picture pre- 
sents “snap shots” of various processes in the manufacture 
of material on which writing was done in the old-time 
Pharaoh’s day, while the second gives a “kodak” of a 
machine in a modern paper mill. 


Textile Fabrics Made of Wood Pulp. 


The use of wood pulp as a material, which has had such 
important results in paper making as well as in other in- 
dustrial arts, is now being extended to textile manufac- 
ture, says the American Machinist. A process of spinning 
cellulose tissues into yarn, the patented invention of Gus- 
tav Tiirk, manager of the cellulose works at Walsam-on- 
the-Rhine, and Dr. Carl Kellner, of Vienna, is being ap- 
plied by the Patentspinnerei Actiengesellschaft at Alt- 
damm, near Stettin, Germany. 

The process by which it is rendered possible to spin 
the very short fibres of the pulp is a comparatively simple 
one, besides which there is a distinct advantage in the 
facility with which dyeing can be effected. Cheapness is 
the chief end attained, however, for the best wood pulp 
costs in Germany only one-third as much as ordinary 
cotton and the method of spinning is less expensive than 
that by which yarns are usually made. 

In answer to the objection that the minute length of 
the cellulose fibres will make the fabric insufficiently strong 
and that they are too thick, it is contended that for car- 
pets, draperies, furniture covers, &c., coloring, plability 
and cheapness are often considerations of greater impor- 
tance than the strength and thinness of single threads; be- 
sides, in the case of wood pulp, the strength of the yarn 
can ecasity be increased by submitting it to chemical treat- 
ment; and, finally, if such short fibred yarns are used as 
wefts in combination with cotton, linen or silk threads, as 
warp, every single fibre will be tied down at the least 
three times by the warp, and therefore the cloth will be 
almost as strong and durable as pure cotton and linen 
goods. For the foregoing information we are indebted 
to William von Brennerberg, care of Ganz & Co., Buda- 
pest, Hungary.

American Paper in Australia. 

Regarding American paper in Australia, 
the Sydney correspondent of a London 
contemporary says: “American paper in 
Australia is being used in increasing quan- 
tities. Recently the steamship Europa 
brought to Melbourne from New York 
the largest shipment of paper that has ever 
reached any part of the Commonwealth. 
It was consigned to the Melbourne Age. 
and totaled over 490 tons. But it is 
curious that, while in Victoria, where pro- 
tective duties have so long been the rule, 
it is found necessary to import such large 
quantities of paper from over-sea coun- 
tries, in New South Wales the production 
of paper in local mills is steadily increas 
ing, without either State aid or the 
assistance of protective duties. In addi- 
tion extensive mills have been opened 
near Sydney by a company with regis- 
tered London offices and Australian board 
of management. The manager is Mr. 
Shand, formerly foreign representative of 
Bertrams’, Limited, paper mill engineers, 
of Glasgow. The works will start with an 
output of 100 tons per week. Probably a 
market will be readily found, and Ameri- 
can imports will experience a check, which 
may be followed by the establishment of 
branch works by American firms. 





Ohio’s Electric Canal Transportation. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Dayton, Ohio, April 14, 1902.—The ini 
tial trip of electric canal boats over the 
Miami and Erie was delayed several days, 
but “occurred April 4 under auspicious 
circumstances. Six boats in line heavily 
laden with material to be used in con- 
structing the line were drawn into Hamil- 
ton from Port Union. Material will be 
transported in this manner daily and work 
of construction will be pushed. Middle- 
town, Franklin, West Carrollton, Miamis- 
burg and Dayton will soon be connected 
with Cincinnati. It is claimed that boats 
will enter.the latter city by the last of 
June. Thus canal traffic will be complete- 
ly revolutionized. 

With reference to the injunction which 
the city of Middletown is seeking against 
the Miami and Erie Canal Transportation 
Company, Chief Engineer Perkins gives it 
as his opinion that as soon“as the plans of 
the company are properly explained the 
city would withdraw its objections to the 
laying of tracks on the canal bank. It is 
proposed to draw canal boats by motors, 
and tracks and wires are an essential part 
of the construction. M. V.

Glazed 
papers, Cardboards and specialties of all kinds are in 
extraordinary demand. The high priced grades of Tis- 
sues are also in such good demand that the mills cannot 
turn out paper fast enough to satisfy customers. No. 1 
Manilas are reported as “weakening.” One large manu- 
facturing company last week took off Y%c. on its No. 1 
Butchers’ is in good demand and is rather scarce. The 
price on Butchers’ is about 2c. Common Bogus is 
strong at about 2.30c. Fibre papers are also fairly firm 
at from 235c. up. The average quotation heard on 
Fibres is 24%4c.
